ATTORNEY-GENERAL HOAR'S OPINION
ON TH E VIRGINIA TEST-OATH,

The opinion of My, Hoar in reply to the
inguiry of Secretary ll’.fl\.\tl.ll‘i.‘“r'll-"“l:?" the
ofticers of the new Virginia State Govern-
ment must take the test-oath, will havoe a re-
assuring influence, although exceplions may
be taken to some of the A\”“”“'.“ii*'“"“‘i“
reasoning. He splite the diforence belween
General Canby and the Virginik conserva
{ives; but splits it in such o way as to give
Virginin the oyster and Canby the shells.
Uongress, Mr, Hoar waintains, cannot pre-
seribe tesls for the Stute of Virginia any
more then for the Governments of the other
Siates, and therefora the test-oath eannot be
voamired; but then, on the other hand, the
wow Glovernment has no validity until ne-
cepted by Cangross, and can perform no
fundtions except snch as may be prerequisite
for bringing it before Congress for judg-
wet, The Virginia Legislature, My,
Honr {hinks, may assemlile and
organize withont taking the test-oath; hnt it
enn pass 1o laws, and can transact no other
Iisiness than to ratify the fifteenth sanend-
ment. It may do this, he thinks, beocanse
Congress hins !lt'!-n!'l'“lr-ul it as a condition of
admission; but, since the wilitary government
will stand until the State i adwmitted, the
ordinary functions of the new officers remain
-_r.--i.u-:u'h d until that time, unless they take
the test-onth, T'he mew Virginin governmen
is a foets 1ll~!'l'o-|'tll‘.' formed and mature for
hirtl. awnaiting the Congressionul wesonchiour
Liat, though nnborn; it can nevertheless eome.
forth into the air for the sole purpose of
going to Washington and getting the accoy-
feny to deliver it

The legal absurdity of a part of the Attor-
ney-General’s opinion must not blind us to
the excellence of its practical effect—the
practical effect, we mean, of the whole opi-
uion, It eapsizes the pretty radical scheme
in whiok this test-onth proposition had its
origin: the scheme to throw out so many of
the conservative members of the Virginin Le-

gislature a5 to wnke the radicals a majority,
and then proceed to eleet radical Senntors to
Congress We are too grateful to Mr, Hoar
for Llusting this contemplated raseality, to
bear very hard npon that part of his logie in
swhicl Ne trims to the radieals and indorses
Canby.  The Attornoy-General is a radical
himself: he wishes to k:--:|: on terms with his
faction, and we must pardon something to the
exigencies of his position. The Senators
cannot clected when the Legislature
first meets; but when they are elected,
they will be chosen Dby the same
body, neither thinned- by the test-oath nor
trammelled by the presence of a military gov-
ernment. The majority of the Legislature
will be of the smme mind next January or
FPebruary as when they first assemble in Sep.-
tember; both in the choice of Senators and
the passage of laws they will act npon the
same preierences uind be governed by the
snme principles.  The postponement gained
by the radicals nnder the Attorney-General's
opinion is a barren advantage; it is the un-
profitable malice of kecping an heir out of his
estate for a few months, by vexatious litiga-
tion which does not impair his rights, and
will ehange nothing in the end.

The distinetion which Mr. Hoar tries to
draw between ratifying the fifteenth amend-
mentand other legislative business, will strike
many winds ag ridienlons, The ratification
will be a nullity unless given by a valid Legis-
lature; and it is preposterous to contend
fhat a valid Legislature cannot transaot the
ordinary business of legislation. Mr. Hoar
must of course assmme the constitutionality
of the Reconstruction acts, and there would
bo no justice in complaining of any conclu-
sions which, by fair reasoning, he may de-
duce from that assumption. It 1s undonbtedly
true that, according to those acts, the new
government has no complete anthorjty until
Congress shall have acvepted it. If Con.
gréss rejects the new constitution, the
whole structure falls at once into roins, In
that case, the ratification of the fifteenth
amendment would be just as null and nuga-
tory as any other act of the abortive Legisia-
ture. In point oI authority, all its nots must
stand on precisely the same footing.  1f Con-
gress can cast biack a retrospective authority
upon oune of them, like the ratifieation of a
counstitutionsl amendment, it may upon all,
The provisional passage of ordinary laws, or
the lu'r.n'iﬁionn.l election of United States
Senators, is just as much within the compe-
tency of the Virginia Legislature as the pro-
visional ratification of the fifteenth nmeond-
ment. They would all be alike void if Con-
gress shonld reject the new constitution, and
they would all be clothed with equal vigor
and authority by the acoeptance of that in.
strument. This part of the Attorney-Gene-
ral's reasoning rests upon a futile distinetion;
the new Legislatnre being just as compaetent
to transact any other business ns to ratify an
amendment, Congress may just as woll give
a retrospective sanction to ordinary laws as to
2 ratification.

The concession which My, Hoar mukes to
Greneral Oanby's crotchet, and the conseqnent
postponement of legislation and the eloction

of Senators, though untenable in logie and
objectionable in point of convenionce, will
bave one compensating advantage which was
not in the contemplation of the Attorney-
General when he wrote his opinion. As if
puts off the election of Senators until after
the approval by Congress of the new consti-
tution and its acoeplance of the State govern-
ment, the Legislature will be guite free to ex-
press its real choice in the election: whereas
if the Senators were to be chosen immedi-
ately, the Legislature would be rostrained by
fears that a choice displeasing to Congress
would imperil the new government. In con-
gequence of the postponement, the Sanators
will not be chogen by s Legislature which is a
timorous candidate for Congressional ap-
proval, but by a Legislature acting with the
full confidence of assured suthority; free to
elect whom it pleases withont endangering
the re-establishment of the Btate ns 4 member
of the Union,

THE CLOUD IN THE EART.
From the N. Y. Times,

There is a storm brewing in the East. No
Oriental potentate who llitrlmt Mean uuru-h‘mi
wonld have written a lotter snoh i that which
we recently published from the Sultan to the
Viceroy uf)lugypl. It was intended to pro-
voke resistance, and as it was roceived in a
spirit of submission, it is at onee followed up
by measures more suggestive of tho bow-
string and the Bosplrous than of a mild

aternal rule. The  Bultan, it 18 stated,
I:aaﬁent a message to the Viceroy graciously
approviug his loyal assnrances, Db com-
manding him to “well” or “‘transfer to
the Turkish Government the ironalads and
brepch-loaders  ordered in Eurulml to
keep his forces within prnncril_.ad Timits,
to abstain from negotiations with foreign

Governments, and not to contract loans with-
oul his consent. A more arbitrary or n:ln];n-
rating ultimatum has never been received by
any ruler, The words to “‘sell or transfer” in
relation to the iron-clads and sgmall arms,
mean one and the smme thing, If the Viceroy
choso to gell the goods which his lord covets,
a tax would be put upon his own subjects to
raise the money, and after all the Saltan
would seleet his time of payment. The hn-
milintion to Ismnil Pasha consists in his
being [--.-n.lw"v:] to part with materials of war-
fure which he bought for the protection of his
kingdom,

It seems almost impossible for the Vieeroy
fo resist the commands which have been
transmitted to him, The complete indepon.
dence of Egypt is n dream  which may have
flitted throngh his mind doving the last few
yoears, and the manifest dechine of Tarkey
miy have tended to give it shapo and sub-
stance. But is Egypl ready to shake off the
bond of the Caliphs? Tler people scarcely
know what patriotism means, and a very
large proportion of them would look upon
rovolt against tho head of Isluu as an act of
snerilege,  Bince the time of Saladin, Fgyp-
tinn independence, on a settled basis, hay
been us impossible a8 the retorn of the Pha-

ravhs, The Caliphs have ruled the conntry
with & hand of iron. The spasmodie efforts
aof the Mamelukes resulted only in greater

miseries for the oppressed people.  Egypt
tried to throw off her alleginnce to the Gourt
of Constantinople less than six and thirty
years ngo, but the old bughear of the *‘bal-
ance of power’' frightened FEurope, and the
greatest Viceroy of modern times was de-
prived of the fmmits of a long and gallant
struggle,  What better hope conld Ismail
Pasha bave of conquering now, supposing
that he meditated rosistance?

The provinee has been impoverished by
heayy and long-continued taxation—so far
the taunts of the Sultan are quite justified.
But it did not snit the purpose of Abdulz-Asiz
to admit that these exhansting imposts wore
levied partly to maintain the barbarie splendor
of his own court, The Sultan does nothing
for Egypt. He takes part of the money
which is wrung from the people, and deems
that he has proved his cluim to it when he
has sent a hanghty veprimand to the Vice-
roy. We do not believe that in the present
age this kind of despotism ean be applanded
in Europe. The symputhy of I{m great
powers is no longer with Turkey. England
18 sivk of her; France would never send an-
other soldicr to aid o power which has fallen
lower and lower in the estimation of the
\‘-l-lltl evey sinee the Crimentt war saved
it from destruction. If Taricey made war
upon Egypt. it wounld be at great peril to
herself. But how is Egypt to make war upon
Turkey? Bhe must do that in order to
throw oft' the yoke. The Viceroy is asked to
give up his iron-elads: aud he must do it, or
fight, If ten years more had been allowed
nm he might have made a struggle,  But
whete is the necessary money to come from
now ? Ismail Pasha has done something
towards restoring the country to a sounder
financial position.  Within the last yenr he
has converted a deficit into a surplus.  But
he is not in a position to throw oft his alle-
gianee. Abdul-Aziz fears that he may be
getting ready for the attempt, and this
alone accounts for, if it does not justify, the
warmth of his recent rebuke, and the degra-
dation which he is subsequently reported to

p—

have thrust upon the Viceroy. In these
measures he will receive little sympathy
abroad., The claims of the Sultan to

Egypt are only tenable when they are not
disenssed.  If pressed to violence, the effects
might be more disastrous at Constantinople
than at Cairo.

ol them through the will of one, man, the other
through liberty, ) )
sprovidence has committed to the United States
of Americn the charge of peopling und of sublulng
to efvilization all that Immense territory which ex-
tends from the Atlantie to the Paclile Ocean, and
from the north pole to the equator. Thelr govern-
ment, which is & simple administration, hus had, up
tothe present time, but to practise the old sdage:—
Latinnez faire, laisses prsser (let things take thelr
conrse), inorder to favor that ireesistible IAstinet
which urges the pupuluuun of the United Stawes Lo-
wirds the West,”

Thus wrote the Emperor thirty years ago.
His prophecy has been more than fulfilled.
Awmerica and Russia are wmore and more be-
coming the arbiters of the destinies of the
Eastern and the Western World.

But who was it that attempled to arrvest
their progress except the aunthor of the
“Napoleonie Ideas?’  Who songht to de-
stroy Russia in the Crimean war and America
in the Mexioan invasion ¥ At this day Bona-

parte is intriguing actively against Ameri-
enn  snpremacy on this Continent and
Kussian inflnence in the Orient. He ad-

Iuitr‘-1]1&-}4'”;::1':--, of the United States and
of Russia to be providential, and yet no onoe
strives more assiduonsly than he does to batile
their development.

During the thirty years which haye elapsed
since the publication of Nupoleon's worlk,
Amerien has got rid of slavery and Russia
of serfdom, and both nations have made rapid
strides townrds that grostness which he pre-
dioted, and which be now opposes with all
his might. In the Cuban question Bonga-
parte has so for proved to be the most nn.
relenting enemy of that progress of American
power which only thirty vears ago he re-
garded as an irresistible instinet, as o manifest
lll.‘l‘!ti]l.\'.

The conrse of events, howaver, will teach
bim in regard to Caba, as it tanght him in
respect to Mexico, to keep his hands off from
the American Continent, if he does not wish
ngain to subject himsclf to disgrace and hn.
miliation,

Private advices (rom the French oupital repre-
rent that his Majesty sxperienced a pirroXysm
of disease which was nttended with vory con-
siderable suffering dnring Saturday, and that
Le remained, notwith itanding his naturally
buoyant constitution and almost wonderfnl
power of recuperation, exhausted from its
effects on Snnday, 1t was not nllfirilmh-al that
a fatal result wonld ensue, but the symptoms,
a8 we are told, were then decidedly ealenlated
to excite nneasiness in the publie mind.

The action of the Senate, how-
ever, in rejecting, by a vote of one hundred
and thirteen to nine, an amendment to the

Senatus Copsultim proposing liberal reforms
in the constitution of the Senate, has the ap-
pearance of a renctionary wovement in favor
of the Emperors personal government; and
this vote is calenlated to ereate suspicions us
to the sincerity of Napoleon in his prowised
liberal programmue. The one hundred and
thirtecen BSenators who voled against the
amendment may, however, have been gov-
ermed more by their personal interests as
Senators than by the wishies of the Emperor;
but, whatever the inspiration, the vote was
for imperialisin and against popular conces.

In every point of view the vote is remark-
able, and puarticnlarly so in the face of the
Prince Napoleon's earnest appeal in support
of the amendment. The imperialist journals,
it appears, express great discontent at the
Prince’s speech, and say that he went too far:
bt the general opinion is that the Prince dis-
played great ability and a libaral spirit which
commands the sympnthy of the people.  All
this is very signiticant, and we shall not bhe
sturprised if henceforward the Prince Napo-
leon shall advanee from day to day more dis-
tinetly into velief as the coming man for
France, Ile is nmiversally recognized ny not
ouly possessing in his personal appearance a
wost  wonderful to Nopoleon the
First, but as also possessing the Napoleonice
grasp of nind in a remarkable degree, and in
tull record with the liberal and progressive
idens which mark the nniversal spirit of the
age.  The Prince Nupoleon is o man of great
intelleet, a great thinker, and from the signs
of the times o is destined to become @ great
acter in the reconstruetion of the affairs of
France and of Europe, should his cousin be
called away.

BAD FOR PENNSYLVANIA,

One of the suspicious incidents of the
Grettysburg reunion is that certain loil traf-
tickers in dead men's bones have bonzht up
considerable gquantities of the land on which
the grent battle of 1863 was fought, A second
suspicious ciremustance is, that it is stated in
the press despatches from the scene of the
late humbuggery that a movement was on
foot to seenre the purchise of the battle-field
by the Federal Government, in order to
maintain it as public property forever here-
after i terrvercm of all Rebels; and a thivd
incident, supplementing the other two, is
that, chedk-by-jowl with the openly known
manipulators of the land purchases, we find
Geary, Governor of Pennsylvania. It is
Geary who “marks out” with such detail the
lines upon Culp's Hill—that hill which is not
as yot bought up. but upon which the land

buyers lave their eye; it is Geary,
too, who is master of eceremonies at
the grand ball where such grave-yard
capering was done; and, finally, it is

Geary who departs straightway Oulp's Hill
is looked at, and rnshes forthwith into the
Gubernatorinl eanvass now geing on in his
State. Now, reading wll these things. what
conelusion is there to arrive at save that a
determined movement is on foot, fivst, to biuy
up this battle-field at low rates: secoud, to
sell it out to the Federal Government ab an
enormons advanee; thivd, to still further de-
plete the Treasury, nnder the plea of restoring
the field to its appearance at the date of the
struggle, and then enclose it and keep it in
expensive orders and, fourth, if the effort fail
before Congress, to venew it before the Penn-
sylvania Legislature? If the job goes through
Congress, then we are all plundered; if it
goes through ot I[il!'l'lhl-llt‘;__;.“\-'l_\’. then. let the
tax-payers of Pennsyvlvania look out. From
gome indiestions, and among them the fact
that the “ring” in this matter is necessarily
almost entively o local ring, we are inclived
to think that at the final assault the Btate
rather than the Federval Treasury will be the
objective point.
